MOUNT MORRIS—Gail Rother- 
mel, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ivan 
Rotherrael, is back at. work at 
the Carnation Milk Company, Ore­ 
gon, after finishing a two-year 
hitch in the Army—the last eight 
months of which were sjiont near 
Bien Hoa in Viet Nam. 
Since returning home he has 
spoken

before 
groups and told of his experiences 
while he worked as a company 
clerk for Co. “ A", 2nd Bn. 16th 
Infantry of the 1st Infantry Divi­ 
sion. 
He said fortunately the base 
camp where he was located was 
never attacked by the Viet Cong 
as it was heavily guarded. 
On various occasions Rolhermel 
witnessed the conditions which 
existed in villages near-by. There 
were no sanitary facilities in 
.native villages and a very pungent 
odor existed, streets and jM’ople 
were very dirty and life in general 
was primitive. 
The main modes of transporta­ 
tion were ox carts, three-wheeled 
,vehicles called pedieabs, bicycles, 
motorbikes and a few cars. 
One of the things that surprised 
Rothermel was that Vietnamese 
women worked right along with 
the men in the fields. When gar­ 
bage was taken from the base 
camp to garbage dumps, Vietna- 
mest children would swarm over 
the Army trucks looking for food 
before the trucks were unloaded. 
Most native children begin smok­ 
ing at the age of three and would 
constantly beg the soldiers for 
cigarettes. 
Since Bien Hoa was 15 nules 
from Saigon, the base was visited 
quite frequently by VIP’s. De­ 
fense Secretary Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara and General W. C. West­ 
moreland were* perhaps the two 
most famous figures to visit the 


base. Gov. Otto Kemer was also 
there. 
Entertainers such as Martha 
Rave and Mary Martin, pntertain- 
ed servicemen there and the Bob 
Hope Troupe visited 1st Division 
Headquarters at l)i Ann during 
Christmas time. 
Rotliermel visit«*! Saigon sever­ 
al times and said that the city 
is quite modern. One of the beau­ 
ty spots there is the zoo. He said 
it was the cleanest place in the 
city and the odor was not as bad 
there as it was in other parts of 
Viet Nam. The Vietnamese dress 
both in the traditional Vietnamese 
dress and in Western style dress.

The payroll stunt (It’s form a lly ca lled selectiv e 
employment tax) works like this: Starting in Sep­ 
tem ber. all employers hav e to pay $3.50 a week 
for each man on their pa yrolls, plus sm a ller slims 
for women and children. J ust to m ake it simple, 


h o w e v e r , em ployers in manufacturing industries will 
sim ultaneously receiv e subsidies from the g ov ern­ 
ment that will be worth m ore than the ta x. so that 
the lev y’s harshest blows will fall on the serv ice 
and construction industries. 
lienee the protests—a s the la>ndon Observ er 
sa ys, from builders, housew iv es, /.oo-keepers. ar­ 
chitects. 
shopkeepers, 
fa rm ers 
and 
cha rities, 
among others. “ Hundreds of building firms hav e 
bankruptcy staring them in the fa ce." according 
to the National Federation of Building Trades. 
For the housewife the pa yroll tax m ea ns char­ 
women. nannies, housekeepers and the like will 
he more expensiv e. It’s also thought that numerous 
em ployes in restaurants, stores, thea ters and other 
serv ice establishments will he let go.

Now there is no doubt tha t Britain has a seri­ 
ous productiv ity problem, w hich can he summed 
up in la st yea r’s inflationary 9% increa se in w a g es 
a ccom pa nied by a 1% rise in output. It is far less 


certain that trying to funnel workers where the 
authorities w a nt them , w ha tev er the workers hap­ 
pen to want, is the right wav to g o about it in 
societies w here som e men still cherish freedom. 
Rut it is how socia lists think. 


A payroll ta x is. in addition, an expression of 
animosity a g a inst business, in this ea se serv ice 
enterprises in pa rticula r.

A certain irony intrudes in this feature of the 
tax, since the ostensible aim is to stimulate pro­ 
duction.

Today the ta lk is of ev en higher Federal taxes, 
in a possibly futile effort to combat the inflation 
the Gov ernment itself brought on. How much more 
will be required to pay the future costs of the 
Great Society’s blossom ing w elfa re sta te it is all 
hut im possible to im a g ine.

It was 
Bongrand who lau nched Jean Le- 
canu et as the ‘‘French Kennedy ” 
in the presidential elections last 
December, boosting him from ob­ 
liv ion to third place in 23 day s. 
Before that Bongrand piloted a 
Jam es Bond sales cam paign in 
France which was so su ccessfu l 
it was adopted in America.
